Subject.— Import of ‘Dates’ [S. No. 21 (b)/IV] from Iraq during SeptembeT 
New Delhi, the 25th October 1971 

No. 144-ITC(PN)/71.—It has been decided to grant licences for Import of 
"Dates” from Iraq to the established importers, having past import of "Dates” 
from that country by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc., within the prescribed basic 
years on the following basis; 


Quota 

(i) Established importers haying past imports 100 % subject to a||minimum of Rs. 13,500/- 
of dates from Iraqupto Rs. i*5 
lakhs. 

(I'O Established importers having past imports 95'/' subject to a minimum ofRs. 1-5 lakhs, 
of dates from Iraq between 
Rs. 1,50,001 and Rs. 5 lakhs. 
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Quota 

{Hi) Establi'ilitidiinp jrtcrs havingpustimporta iio;^ subject to aminimum ot'Rs. 4,73,000/- 
of dates t’roni It ay between Rs. 

5,00,001 and Rs. 15 lakhs. 

{iv) Hicablished impottei liavingpasi imports yoy^ subject to ftmiirimum ofRs, 13 lakhs, 
of dates from Iraq of over Rs. 15 
lakhs. 

2. The basic period for aU established importers of 'Dates' from Iraq will be 
fiom 19SG-&7 to 19^8-69; and for importers detailed in item (i) to (iv) of the 
Annexure to this Public Notice, the basic period wEl be as mentioned under 
each item. 


3. The established importers should submit their applications to the Joint 
Chief Controller of imports & Exports, C.G.O. New Building, New Marine Lines, 
Cliurchfiate, Bombay/Joiul Cliief Controller of Imports & Exports, 4, Esplanade 
East, Calcutta/Joint Chiet Controller of Imports & Exports, 1st Line Beach, 
Madi'us/Joint Cluef Controller of Imports & Exports, (Central Licensing Area), 
Indraprastha Bhuvan, New Dethi/Dy. Clrief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
T. D, Road, Ernakulum—1, (according to the jurisdiction under which they fall), 
on or before the 16th November, 1971. No past import documents are required 
to be produced, provided such documents were produced in the pa^ and 
were accepted in the past by the licensing authority concerned for issue of 
licences for import of Dates from Iraq. However, the established importers 
should quote the Number and dale of licences obtained by them in the preceding 
two periods. The established importers, applying for the first time for grant of 
licences for import of Dates from Iraq according to the current policy, should 
submit unimpeachable docuraentaiy evidence of past import of ‘Dates’ from Iraq 
within the prescribed basic years i.e. 1956-57 to ]968-69. 


4. The imporlers who are eligible in terms of Annexure to this Public Notice 
will also be granted licences to the extent of Rs. 12,600 each, (Rupees Twelve 
thousands and live hundred only), for import of dates from Iraq, irrespective of 
their past imports, subject to the provision contained in paragraph 46(2) of the 
Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 1971 with regard to 
division of quotas. They may submit their appheations for import of ^Dates’’ 
from Iraq for September, 1971 —^August, 1972 period to Joint Chief Controller 
of Imports & Exports (Central Licensing Area), Indraprastha Bhavan, New Delhi, 
on or before the ]5th November, 1971, in the u.sub1 form and manner complete 
in all respects. 


5, It may be noted that no double benefit will be given and the aTOhcaijts 
should submit one application only either in terms of paragraph 1 to 3 or in terms 
of paragraph 4 above and they should clearly mention in their applications that 
they have applied in one capacity only and not under both. 


6, Licences issued In terms of this Public Notice will be valid lor import of 
Dates from Iraq, subject to the condition that not less than 00% of the face value 
of the licence shall have to be utilised for import of “Dates” from Iraq by sailing 
vessels only and the balance 40% by steamers etc. 

7. All incomplete applications are liable to he rejected. 


8. The licences Issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 
30th June, 1972, from the date of issue and no further extension in the validity 
period of tfie licences will be granted. 


9, It may be noted that the minimum value of Import licences for Dates from 
Iraq during September, 1971—August, 1972 has been enhanced to Rs. 12,600 
(Rupees twelve thousand and five hundred) only subject to the provisions con¬ 
tained in para 45(2) of I.T.C. Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1971 with regard 
to division of quotas.
